Rapid and Alarming Spread of the 
Disease in Europe. 


The Death Rate in Paris Uxciting 
the Greatest Apprehension. 


Vienna Hospitals Crowded With Patients 
Suffering With Russian Influensa—The 
Countess of Flanders and the Queen of 
Roumania Victims—American Mission- 
aries’ Complaints of Turkish Outrages 
in Armenia—Death of Count Karolyi— 
Foreign News. 


Paks, Dec. 27.—The large number of deaths 
resulting from influenZa in this city is exolt - 
ing the gravest apprehension. It is reported 
this morning that 585 deaths have occurred 
withintwenty-four houre. The papers print 
this report, but some of them doubs the fig- 
ures, Claiming that they are too high. 

THE CZAR RECOVERING. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Dec. 27.—The Czar is mak- 
ing favorable progress toward recovery from 
his attack of influenza. He has never been in 
a critical condition, and no fears have been 
felt as to the outcome of his illness. 

VIENNA’S HOSPITALS CROWDED. 

VIENNA, Dec. 27.—The hospitals of this city 
are crowded with patients suffering with in- 
fluenza, accompanied by inflammation of the 
lungs, pieurisy and peritonitis. There are 
over one hundred cases of influenza in Prague. 

ROYALTY SUFFERING. 

LonDoN, Dec. 27.—The Countess of Flanders, 
sister-in-law of King Leopold of Beigium, 
Prince Baudoin, eldestson of the Countess, 
and the Queen of Roumania, are suffering 
from the influenza. 

EPIDEMIC IN GERMANY. 

BERLIN, Dec. 27.—For some days past there 
have been a few sporadic cases of influenza at

Turkish Outrages in Armenia. 


Loypow, Dec. 27.— Though there is no doubt 
that Messrs. Knapp and Robinson, the two 
American missionaries who have brought 
charges of outrageous assault against Mousa 
Bey, have abundant grounds for their accu- 
sations, the opinion is generally prevalent 
that they have taken a big contract to prove 
this case in aTurkish court, even with the 
assistance of the American and Brit- 


diplomatic representatives at 
the Porte. With their case already 
weakened by religious prejudice it is 
surmised that the unsupported testimony of 
the two gentiemen will have little or no 
welghtagainst the swarm of witnesses who, 
ailhongh it is probable they were not in 
Armenia when the alleged outrages took 
plece, and perhaps were never there, may be 
depended upon to swear anything and every- 
thing except the truth. Then, too, the de- 
fense will probably be set up that the 
reverend gentlemen were themselves the 
aggressors in having interfered in matters 
which did -not concern them and were 
merely prevented from further interference 
by the mildest means consistent with the vio- 
lence of their pragmatical bent. Already it is 
asserted, as if to prepare the public mind for 
the line of defense to be pursued, that the 
missionaries had taken advantage of the priv- 
lleges accorded to them, as it must be said 
that missionaries have too often done in 
Armenia and many other countries, to incite 
the Christains to disobedience of the laws and 
customs and defiance of the authorities. This 
contention being made, it will be held by the 
Turkish officials that if any outrages were 
committed, which is not to be admitted, 
they were simply incidental to the 
official action restraining the two 
entiemen from further attempts to usurp the 
unctions of the Government. Messrs. Knapp 
and Robinson aay be innocent of this accu- 
sation and probably are, but it ig a matter of 
record that gentiemen of their calling too 
frequently combine the meddlesom e Zeal of 
Paul Pry with their singie duty of propagating 
the Obristian faith and exhibita marvelous 
readiness to complain if they are promptly 
and very properly satupon. Apropos of the 
Turkish assertion that the gentlemen were 
given to poking their noses into the affairs of 
other poner. will be noted that one of them 
Mr. binson, is reported to have had 
his nose sliced off. It is proper to say that all 
accounts agree that a more worthy, self- 
sacrificing and conscientious body of men 
than that a the great army of mis- 
sionaries sent m erica to foreign lands 
can recruited from no other country on 
the globe. But it is also proper to say that 
there are a few — them whose connection 
with Christian teaching in any capacity is as 
d aceful as would de the a pees t an 
archbishop oaa cardinal in the .

TORONTO, Ontario, Dec, 27.--The Empire, the 
Government organ says: ‘‘The reports 
which have been scattered broadcast 
throughout the United States to the effect 
that the Government intends not to renew the 


modus vivendi next year are entirely un- 
warranted. By the treaty of Washington, 
and the act §passed by the Dominion Pariia- 
ment last year the modus vivendi expires on 
the 15th of Febuary next, and in order to re- 
new it further legisiation willbe required. 
Whether it will be renewed or not involves a 
question of policy which the Government has 
not yet considered.“ 


A BKUTAL DEED. 


John Hoos of Harlem Robbed and Assaalted 
by a Relative. 


CuiIcaGo, III., Dec. 27.—John Hoos, a resi- 
dent of Harlem, III., was found in the river 
near the Rush street bridge last night with his 
skull crushed and in a drowning condition. 
The circumstances surrounding the finding 
point to a robbery and an attempted murder. 
Hoos became unconscious sbortly after his 
arrival at the County Hospital, but during the 


ride he said be had been in the company of 
his brother-in-law, whose name he did not 
give. He said that his relative bad robbed 
bim and then thrown him to the river. 
Hoos said that during the day he sold 
his prope in Harlem to his relative, receiv- 
ing for it $2,000. Itis not known whether he 
bad this money with him at the time he was 
assaulted. Nothing was found on his person 
except some private papers of no great value 
or importance. After making these state- 
ments Hoos sunk into a cumatose condition, 
from which he did not recoyer. The attend- 
ing physician gave it as his opipion that the 
wounds were produced brs blu rument, 
probably by a hammer Th a hole in the 
back of the man’s head two nodes in diam- 
eter, the skull being broken away, disclosing 
the brain. Another * was just back of 
the right ear, the skull being crushed and 
resting on the brain. A trepanning operation 
was n the only chance of saving the 
man’s lite. The police are hunting for the 
brother-in-law. 

Hoos is better thie morning and will, it is 
thought, recover. His brother-in-law, J ° 
Getzman, was arrested this morning. Hoos 
is a plano-tuner by profession and lives at 
1501 Park avenue, New York City. Getzman 
denies that he had anything to do with the as- 
sault on Hoos. Getzman says he was the 
executor of the estate of the elder Hoos and 
that in response toa notice that it had been 
settled Hoos came here on Christmas Day to

TOOK tiIs OWN LIFE, 


The Family of Mr. Geo. 8. Piatt in Ignorance 
As to the Cause. 


George 8. Platt, ason of Henry 8. Platt of 
the Platt & Thornburg Paint & Glass Co., took 
his own life last evening for some unexplic- 
able reason. Platt was a book-keeper for the 
Piatt & Thornburg Co., and has been noted 
among his friends for his conviviality 
and love of good company. The 
news of his suicide was totally unexpected, 


and his many friends can — no reason 
whatever for his sudden determinatſon to end 
his existence. For a number of days it is said 
that Platt had been drinking heavily, and it is 
supposed that in a fit of despondency follow- 
ing his excessive. indulgence he committed 
the deed. N 

Platt's home was at 2908 Gamble street. 
Last night he returned home at an early hour, 
but appeared to de under some strange influ- 
ence. At about 11 o’clock Mrs. Piatt 
became alarmed at his unnatural con- 
dition and sent a messenger tor 
Dr. Younkin, who at once responded. 
Platt lay on the bed in a sem!i-conscious con- 
dition, but was abie to talk freely with the 
doctor. He said he had taken about 
thirty-five grains 1 morphine with sul 
cidal intent, as © was in trouble 
and desired to die. The doctor did ali in his 
power to remove the effects of the drug, but 
to no avail, as Platt at once began to sink into 
a stupor and died about 12:80. Mrs. Platt 
was one with him at the 
time death. Mr.

did not arrive until after his son’s death. Dr. 
Younkin said that at the time he was called 
the drug had got such a hold on the dyin 
man that it was utterly impossible to ee 
Its progress. a 

The gentlemen members of the family state 
that they are in ignorance as to the cause of 
the a man’s suicide, as up to the time of 
his death he appeared in the best of spirits, 
and itis not known that he had any business

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|TALK TO THE MAYOR. 


Committees | of Citizens Argue 
Against the Gas- Works Steal. 


Given Campbell Presents the Peo- 
ple’s Cause Briefly.

Representatives From the Mechanics’ Ex- 
change Talk for a Veto Henry D. 
Laughlin Attacks President Flad and 
His Estimates—F. M. Estes for the Brau- 
ham-Johnson-Hardesty Combine—No De-

HE committee repre- 
resenting the citizens 
of St. Louis and se- 
lected to voice the 
sentiments of the 
meeting which was 
held at the Merchants’ 
Exchange, waited 
upon Mayor Noonan 
"this. morning at 11 


o’clock to argue against the infamous gas- 
works bill and present the petitions for his 
veto signed by citizens. 

Given Campbell was their spokesman. 
He made a brief address ex- 
plaining at the offset that 
the meeting held at the Exchange was in no 
sense for the purpose of dictating to the 
Mayor what he should do in the case, but was 
simply to express the sentiments of the peo- 
ple and to give the Mayor an idea of what tne 
people thought. Mr. Campbell said he had 
no intention of antagonizing a measure tend- 
ing toward an arrangement whereby the city 
could make and supply gas to ite citizens. In 
this matter the people preter̃red to trust to the 
wisdom of the officials and legislators in the 
future for the regulation of those matters 
rather than to be bound down for thirty years 
to one contract hastily made. 

On a purely business basis the citizens did 
not think the contract a good one. It was 
framed by the city legislators on one side, 
who were not in a position to judge of the 
merits, in an off-hand manner without having 
given itthe necessary careful investigation. 
He then took up tne bill by sections, In 
speaking of sec. 1 he said it was somewhat 
risky in the first place to make a contract for 
alump sum of $4,500,000 on which the city would 


bave to pay about 8 per cent interest, con- 
sidering the insurance, cost of repairs, taxes 
andsoon. An argument nad been advanced 
by those trying to get the bill through that 
the city and citizens had been robbed the 

as companies, and that this measure would 

o away with the looting by the existing 
corporations. Mr. Campbell said that the city 
had been skinned and that it was no argu- 
to de skinned 


ment that it was better 
waat 


less deeply. The 
to da skinned n wanted 
to make a good equitablé agreemypnt which 
would not put the,city atthe mefoy of any 
body. 

We want our supplies through competitive 
processes, continued Mr. Campbell. He 
showed how it had been found that only 
the competitive system was proper 
in all pudlto business. The com- 
petition the city would be forced into 
with existing gas manufacturers by enterin 
into thig contract Mr. Campbell showed tha 
the city would compel a gas war which would 
cost much money which would in the end 
have to be paid by the citizens in one way or 
another. Intheend if the city did propose 
to buy cas works why should the matter be 
put off for thirty years’ 

Mr. Campbell was followed by 

E. O. STANARD 

who spoke briefly, stating tnat froma busi- 
ness point of view he opposed the measure 
and thought ita bad bargain to make. He 
was convinced it was not necessary to go 
further as that was sufticient to induce its de- 
feat. The bill had many other bad points 
which needed no attention because they were 
so well known. 

Fielding Mansfield explained the manner of 
getting up the petitions and the reasons why 
he went into the work. One or two other 
members of the committee spoke in the same 
line and backed up the arguments of the rest. 

Immediately upon the departure of the 
Merchants’ Exchange Committee a delegation 
from the 

MECHANICS’ EXCHANGE 
took up the attention of the Mayor. 

Thomas Mockler was selected by the com- 
mittee to state the objections of the Exchange. 
He put the objections to the measure briefly, 
going through the bill by sections. 

After the opposing elegations bad all 
passed out there remained in the Mayor’s 
Office quite a number cf persons interested in 
the measure. those there were the 
incorporators of the bill, FT. M. Estes, attor- 
ney, Henry D. Laughlin, Counellmen Comfort 
and Meiler, Delegates Stone, Bogard, Seig- 
mund, and one or two others there more from 
curiosity than anything else. 

The Laclede Gas-Light Co. was not repre- 
sented at the time that the meeting pogen.

A story was circulated that Councilman O0. 
D. Comtort was burning over two hundred 
electric lighte in his establishment for which 
he was not charged anything.

S. M. Dodds 
company supplies us with electric lights, and 
as he is an oid gas company man it is rather 
strange that they should accuse him 
of giving me free light when I have supported 
a gas measure directly opposed to their inter- 
ests. The statement that J am not paying for 
the electric lights we use is a lie. I will say, 
however, tnat before last June our gas bill 
here used to be about $150 a month, and this is 
only asmall factery. Last June we put in 
electric lights and since our bills have aver- 
aged only about $100 a month, —— before 
they were put in the electric light people 
themselves said it would cost us about 
the same as gas at 32 per thousand cubic feet. 
We were supposed to be getting our gas at 
$1.50 per thousand, and yet we save 33½ per 
cent by using electricity, which is as expen- 
sive as gas at $2 rthousand. That looks 
very much, does it not, as if we had been 
paying $3 athousand for our $1.50 per thou- 
sand gas? We only have 122 electric lights in 
this factory, so that the peuple who started 
this last story did not even get that much of it 
correct. ave receipted bills here to show 
that I pay for my lighte.’’

Tariff Hearings. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Dec. 27.—The House 
Ways and Means Committee met promptly 
and went to work at 10 o’clock this morning 
and listened to a statement by C. 8. Landers 
of New Brittain, Conn., on the subject of 
table cutiery. He was satisfied with the pro- 
vision of the Senate bill, except in regard 


to one. feature of the classification. 
The average duty on table cutlery 
mposed by the bill was 22 per cent, and the 
change in classification would increase the 
average to 5623 cents. The cutlery manu- 
facturers would have to be protected or they 
would have to die. 

Hon. J. Logan Chipman of Michigan read 
telegrams from various stove firms in Michi- 
gan, protesting against mica being removed 
from the free list. 

Charles Brice, representing the Gold-deal- 
ers Association, argued in favor of an in- 
creased duty on gold-leaf and bronze powder. 

The anvil, the oldest implement known to 
maukind, as it was characterized by Mr. 
Clark Fisher of Trenton, N. J., was the next 
subject of discussion, and that gentleman pre- 
sented the reasons why the duty should be 
increased. Of the anyils used in the 
United States, about two-thirds were im- 
ported. He advocated an imposition of a 
duty of 23-10 cents a pound upon anvils, and 
he believed that if that was done they could 
be sold cheapertothe consumer, as it would 
enable the manufacturers to increase their 
output. Forty years ago, when he first went 
into business, there were twenty-five anvil 
firms inthe country. Nowthey had become 
extinct with three exceptions. To lower the 
duty would have the effect of wiping out 
these three establishments.: 

Mr. William C. Cronmeyer of Pittsburg, Pa., 
described the unsuccessful efforts of Ameri- 
can manufacturers to producetin plates ata 
profit. In 1872/ tne firm with which he was 
connected had started to manufacture tin 
plates and for three years had been success 
ful. At that timethe price of ordinary tin 
plate was $12 a ton, but it had fallen to 
and his firm had been obliged in 1886 to 
go out of that line of business. Then the 

rice had again gone up, since the competition 
1ad been withdrawn. He produced before the 
committee samples of tin plates, sheet iron 
and taggers iron, explained the difference be- 
tween them and stated, in the courseof his 
explanation, that the more labor was put 
into sheet iron and the finer the work 
upon it wae, the less protection it 
received. In response to queries by Mr. Bur- 
rows, Mr.Cronmeyer said that to manufacture 
a box of tin plate in this country cost about 
$5.50, wbile in England it could be produced 
at $2.25 lees, the difference being attributed 
to the difference in the cost of labor, 
The present duty was not a pro- 
tective one, but that proposed by the Senate 
bill, while not as high as it ought to be, had 
the merit of being protective. If the tin plate 
industry could be built up in this country, it 
would support a number of 
equal to the population of New Y City. In 
conclusion Mr. Cronmeyer read an extract 
from the Iron Monger published at 
London, warning the Welsh tin-plate 
manufacturers of the effort being made 
in America to increase the duty on tbat artt- 
cle, but deciaring that those manufacturers 
bad enough friends inthe United States to 
defeat the scheme of the ultra-protectionists. 

Wm. Metcalf of Pittsburg, interested in the 
production of crucible steel, impressed 
upon the committee the fact that since a 
tariff had been placed on steel and iron 
the costto the consumer ofarticles manu- 
factured of these materials bad been reduced. 
He stated that he sold steel to Mr. Fisher to be 
used in the manufacture of anvils and that 
witbin twenty-one years, the price of this 
steel had fallen from 30 to 50 per cent. 

George T. Oliver, representing the manu- 
facturers of wire rods and wires, addressed 
the committee. He was well satisfied with the 
existing tariff on everything except wire rods. 
On this material he advocated a specific 
Guty of 6-10 of a cent a pound 
on rods not smaller than No. 5 
wire gauge, and of 1 cent & pound on rods 
smaller than No. 45. Any reduction of duty 
on wire rods would inevitably advance the 
price of barbed-wire fencing and wire nails to 
the consumer. A. W. Campbellof West Vir- 
ginia, a manufacturer of cut nails, 
eontroverted a statement made by Mr. 

to the effect that 

nail was cheaper than 

cut nall, and he contended tust the contrary 

was the fact. He thought that the manu- 

facturers of soft steel should receive the same 

measure of protection as is accorded to the 

rodtcers of steel rails, and he expressed 

imself as satisfied with the provisions of the 
Senate bill.

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THAT INTERVIEW. 


It Is Now Stated That Mr. Schuarte Was In- 
terviewed by Editor McCullagh. 


The all-important point to be deter- 
mined before the contest for the St. 
Louis postmastership can be decided 
is as to to the genuineness of the in- 
terview purporting to have been granted by 


Mr. F. W. Schuarte to a reporter of the Globe- 
Democrat. This interview attracted great at- 
tention in Washington, and there is little 
doubt that, bad it not appeared, Mr. Schuarte 
would now be the possessor of a commission 
as postmaster ot the city of St. 
Louls. As stated in the Post-DIsPATCH 
his appointment had been decided upon and 
would have been made in afew days, when 
the statement of his participation in an at- 
tempt to shield Babcock by suppressing evi- 
dence in the whisky ring trials, purportin 
to be given by Mr. huarte himse 
caused a halt to be called. Some of 
those who had previously strongly favored 
his candidacy, itis said, withdrew thelr sup- 
Port as soon as they saw the statements in 
question, and declared that Mr. Schuarte’s 
appointment would be 

bie unless the ir authority 
successfully denied, To ascertain the truth 
or falsity of the article in question appeared 
an easy matter, butat the outset more than 
one serious obstacle was presented. 

A all was made upon Mr. Joseph B. Me- 
Cullagh, editor of the Globe-Democrat, by a 
POST- DISPATCA reporter, and an inquiry was 
made as to the authenticity of the interview. 
Mr. McOullagh, however, declined to say any- 
thing concerning the article. An attempt 
was also made to obtain some light on 
the situation from Mr. Schuarte himself, but 
with no better success. Mr. Schuarte would 
not admit thathe had made the statements 
ascribed to him, neither wonld he deny that 
he had done 80. Many of his friends, 
notably Mr. R. C. Kerens, asserted positively 
that the entire interview was bogus, but from 
neither Mr. Schuarte nor Mr. McCullagh could 
any positive assertion pro or con be obtained. 
In the meantime the appointment was hang- 
ing fire, it being understood by those ina po- 
sition to know that if the interview was 
proved to be bogus Mr. Schuarte would 
receive the appointment, and that if it was 
genuine some other man would be selected. 
The strange refusal of Mr. Schuarte to make a 
denial was by many believed to be because he 
had madethe statements to a reporter and 
that the circumstances were such as to render 
successful contradiction impossible. It now 
leaks out that the interview was genuine and 
that it was written by no less a personage 
than Mr. Joseph McCullagh. That 

entleman, the story goes, nad it 
rom Mr. Schuarte if the resence 
of Mr. D. M. Houser, who listened to the 
whole conversation, and can bear witness to 
the accuracy of the printed account of it. 

The alibi which was suggested at first by Mr. 
Schuarte’s friends, will, it appears, not stand, 
as it is a fact that Mr. Schuarte was in the 
city and a caller at the Globe- Democrat office on 
the — preceding the appearance of the in- 
terview.

Apropos of the wide- 
spread discussion 
aroused by Daniel 
Dougherty’s recent 
‘speech at the Baltimore 
Oatholic Congress, it is 
important to note the 
statistics of the present 
and past strength of 
the varlous Christian 
bodies.

ists, who include the 
Original Evangelical Adventists, the Advent 
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Christians, the Seventh-Day Adventists,

of 1886, 3,492 churches, 1,32] ministers and 134, - 
877 communicants. At the same date the regu- 
lar Baptists, Nortb, South and colored had 
$0,522 churches, 19,377 ministers and 2,732,570 
communicants. The Free WIIl Baptists, Cum- 
berland Free Baptists, other Free Baptist 
“ Associations, general Baptists, Seventh-Day 
Baptists, Seventh-day German Baptists, Anti- 
Mission Baptists, Separate Baptists, United 
Baptists and the Six-Principle Baptists, along

This scof- 
fing against creeds is always a sign of pro- 
found ignorance on the part of the scoffer, for 
he has himselfa hundred creeds in regard to 
other ee, In our time the belicfs 
Evangelistic Churches are under a fusilade of 
CARICATURE AND MISREPRESENTATION. 

Men sét up what they call orthodox faith, and 
they rake it with the musketry of their denun- 
ciation. They falsify what the Christian 
churches believe. They take Evangelical 
doctrines and set them in a harsh and re- 
pulsive way, and put them out of the 
association with other truths. They are like 
a mad anatomist, who, desiring to tell what a 
man is, dissects a human body and hangs up 
in one place the heart and in another place 
the two lungs, and in another place an ankle 
bone and says that is a man. They are only 
fragments of a man wrenched out of their 
God-appointed places.’’ 

Apropos it is said that Pastor Talmage, who 
is estimated to be worth $100,000, expects to 
clear $50,000 on his ‘‘Life of Christ,’’ which 
will be ready for publication next spring. 

Rev. Dr. J. A. Roche of Brooklyn (Method- 
ist), has been the innocent cause ofa storm 
discussion onthe vexed question of chure 
attendance. His recent speech in the Meth- 
odist Preachers’ Meeting in Philadelphia was 
interpreted as a frank admission that Method- 
ism, long the most potent denomination in 
the United States, was on the decline. He was 
quoted as saying that the New York churches, 
although they had put forth all their energies 
and placed the best available talent in 
the pulpits, were none of them more 
than half filled, and that ali had to 
look to the societies for support. This Rev. 
Dr. Roche denies and declares that Methodism 
was never more prosperous than now. He 
explains thatthe great trouble encountered 
by his denonimation results from the radical 
change in the character of population in large 
cities—a trouble which other churches have 
avoided by removal, while the Methodists 
have remained at their old locations, and 
struggled on in the face of obstacies. 

»The agitation among Presbyterians over 
the creed is in the direction of emendation 
merely,’’ said Rev. Dr. John R. Paxton of 
the Forty-second Street Presbyterian Church, 
New York. ‘*We still retain predestination, 
but wish to do away with someof its hard 
features. The portion of the creed teaching 
this point does not say that there are non- 
elect infants, but implies it, and asserts so 
much by the inference. 

WHEN CALVIN LIVED, 

there were no republics, and in contempla- 
tion of the monarchial sovereignity every- 
where visible, the subject was overlooked. In 
their view of God, His sterner attributes alone 
were considered. If three criminals were 
drowning, He might save one to glorify him- 
self; the other two, who were lost, could not 
complain, as they deserved their fate. It is 
desirable to so modify the creed that it will 
embody less exclusively the sovereignity of 
God and more pointedly His love and mercy. 
Presbyterians will still be Calvanists.’’ 

Rev. Dr. William M. Taylor, the distin- 
guished Congregationalist, says: ‘‘The habit 
of church going is declining in some classes of 
society and gaining in others. lam beginning 
to feel more concern about the rich than about 
the poor on account of the growing neglect of 
the church and of the lack of interest in re- 
ligion that pervades the higher circles of so- 

et ve 

This somewhat startling statement is par- 
tially explained by the Rev. W. H 
editor of the Independent, who says: 
churches do not encounter any difficulty on 
account of the decadence of the popular in- 
terest in religion. The troubie is rather with 
the theological schoole which, while they 
afford excellent instruction in Greek, Hebrew 
and Theology, fail to give proper attention to 
Homiletics. Their students become scholars 
but not teachers and do not understand how 
to properly write and deliver their sermons. 
Many preachers deliver well-written essays 
that lack practical point and effectiveness. 
The result is tame, apathetic and listiess con- 
gregations, who are never aroused by the 
preacher’s dull and aimless efforts.’’ 

Po the theological seminaries get as good 
a class of students as formerly?“ was asked. 

„Tes; they get their full share of the best 
men gruduated from the colleges every year. 
Of course, they do get poor material some- 
times. Ifthe theological schools would only 
modify thelr systems so as to afford students 
proper training in pulpit oratory, the power 
of theclergy for good would be greatly aug- 
mented.’’ 

„A LEADING TOPIO 
among Presbyterians is the revision of their 
confession, which must be settled by a con- 
sensus of all the Presbyterian bodies through 
the medium of the Pan-Presbyterian alli- 
ance,’’ added Dr. Ward. ‘‘Curiously enough, 
in the programme of the Evangelical Alliance 
at Boston, last week, there was no mention of 
the status of the colored race in the churches. 
The omission was probably intentional, and 
caused by a desire to avoid any discussion of 
the subject. The Methodist, Episcopal, Con- 

egational, Presbyterian and 3 

hurches areequally affected. Bishop John 
D. Newman (Methodist) recently declared that 
he had ceased to desire a union of the North- 
ern and Southern Methodist bodies and hoped 
to see three general Conferences; the North- 
ern, the Southern and the Oolored Confer- 
ences. 

Considerable interest is felt in the result of 
the Evangelical Alliance Conference in Bos- 
ton. One of the principal topics of discussion 
was The Needs of the Rural Districts.’’ Last 
summer the Alliance made a canvass of forty 
townships in New York State, one witha 
population of 620 and an average attendance 
ef 25 in euch of the twochurches, another with 
8 population of 1,200and an average church 
attendance of 50 or less than 1 in 12. Co-opera- 
tive house-to-house visitation is proposed as 
a remedy forthis apathy. The investigation 
showed that the church-going population in 
the rural districts is much smaller in propor- 
tion to the whole than in the cities. 

It is unsafe to base conclusions as to the 
state of the churches in the cities of New York 
and Brooklyn,’’ saidthe Rev. Dr. Elder, a 
leading Baptist divine. ‘‘In those cities four- 
fifths of the population are of foreign birth or 
extraction. Religious progress was er so 
great as now. In the cities names between 
1882 and 1887, the Episcopalians increased 
their communicants from 25,723 to 33,908; Pres- 
byterians, 21,520 to 23,016; Methodists, 12,856 to 
12,981; Baptists, 13,027 to 13,689; Reformed 
Church, 6,869 to 7,281; Oongregationalists, 
2,449 to 2,515. The Methodists and Baptists 
hold the third and fourth places in New York, 
but they lead in the country asawhole. The 
Baptists are building many new and fine 
churches, and Imay say that we are increas- 
ing our rolling stock if we are not carrying 
many more passengers.

RULED AT HIGH FIGURES. 


The Continued Stringency in the New Yerk 
Money Market. 


NEw Tonk, Dec. 27.—The continued strin- 
gency in money became more marked to-day 
and from the opening of the Stock Exchange 
the loaning rates ruled at high figures. In the 
first half hour loans were renewed at 9 


per cent and the first loan of 
money on call was made at 10 per 
cent. The rate quickly moved up to 12, then 


to 18, 20, 25 and 30, and it was stated thatsome 
loans were privately made at above 80. The 
prices then fell back to 20 and a large amount 
was required at that figure. The prices of 
stocks were well sustained inthe face ofthe 
stringent money market and some of the 
speciaities made slight advances. 
The Post in its financial article says: By 11 
o’ciock this forenoon money began to be 
scarce at 12 per cent; in a few minutes it was 
up to 18 per cent and shortly after 12 there was 
a brief panicky sort of bidding for it, 
which carrie the rate up 30 
er cent, at which some smal! amounts were 
oaned, though ina few minutes it was back 
again to 20 per cent. This, of course, had 


an effect to depress prices, though 
not nearl so much as many  »peo- 
pie thought, and it was the subject 


of general comment that, whereas, when 
the money rate was 12 per cent, the majority 
of stocks were % to % lower than last night, 
they only declined % to i more when the rate 
for money mounted up to 30 per cent. The 
higher rate for money caused a further reduc- 
tion in the rates for sterling exchange, which is 
now dowrto about the gold importing price 
and the probability that a continuance of the 
high rates for money for even a day or two 
would correct itself by bringing in imports of 
gold was a source of encouragement to 
holders of stocks.

HE business of St. 
Louls for 1889 contin- 
ues to show very well. 
Inquiries made in al! 
directions fall to show 
any cause of com- 
plalnt. The merchants 
generally are very Wel) 
satisfied with the 
year’s footings. In 
the retail lines dealing 
in seasonable goods there is, of course, & 
great deal of disappointment, as large stocks 
of winter goods will have to be sacrificed or 
earried over, but even these lines will make a 
good showing on the full year. In addition to 
the inquiries made by the Post- DisrATCA, the 
mercantile agencies have reports from all 
branches of trade of aconfirmatory character. 
Mr. John Yonng of the Dun Agency, in reply 
to a question, this morning said they had 
found the year’s business generally very sat- 
isfactory, and much of it very good. As show- 
ing the general condition of trade the follow- 
ing comparisons are given on failures this 
year and last:

It 
has been heaviest inthe West, though the 
South has also shown better than last year. 
The trade in all amounts to about $5,000,000, 
with most of it divided among et ~ or 
five houses, though there are large 
number of small ones. While st. Louis 
has been recognized as the best saddlery 
market in the country, at least since the war, 
it is emphasized now in letters received from 
traveling men. They speak of the distant trade 
particularly, which, they say, is as perma- 
nent as the local trade. When they first went 
among thia trade, in Nebraska, Colorado and 
Kansas especially, they were laughed at, the 
idea that St. Louis could sell them goods 
being regarded as very 2 Even Omaha 
was placed ahead of &t. Louis, while Chicago 
was so far ahead that there could be no com- 
parison. The prejudice was so dee 
rooted that for a time the 8. 
representatives despaired of 
any 8 They persisted, 
however, and to-day the trade that laughed 
at them is among the best they have. The 
prejudice has entirely disappeared and they 
say no one now receives a warmer welcome 
than a St. Louls man. As a result they are 
encouraged to go ahead and are still reaching 
out. St, Louis now covers Missouri, Lilinois, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Louisiana, ‘Alabama, 
Arkansas, Texas, Iowa, Nebraska, Colorado, 
New Mexico, Kansas, the Indian Territory, 
Arizona, Wyoming, Utah, California, Mon- 
tana and Dakota and u part of Washington, 
been made to establish

Georgia, Tennessee, Kentucky, Ulinois, Ne- 
braska, ‘Towa, Kausas, New Mexico, a part of 
Colorado and Old Mexico. This territory has 
yielded an increased business fully per 
cent above last year, establishing the year as 
the best one in ten years. With the exception 
of Old Mexico no new territory has deen 
added, aud that can hardly be called new, as 
it has been worked before. It is, however, 
becoming a prominent feature in the furni- 
ture trade, and is expected to greatly increase 
within the next few years.

„We don't have any time, in fact, to hunt 
up new territory. The old keeps us busy, 
and it is all we bave been able to do, working 
night and day, to keep pace with it this year. 
Of course we will reach out a great deal 
more, but before we do we will haveto in- 
crease our capacities. This will be necessary, 
as our present trade is of a permanent char- 
acter, and has reached proportions that we 
could hardly have expected.I think it is largely 
meesure due to the strength of St. Louis gen- 
erally as a jobbing and distributing point, 
though it must also be partly credited to the 
class of goods St. Louis manufactures and the 
prices charged.

To use hisown language he had come to read 

the riot act tothe St. Louis traders, and if 

they dia not surrender at discretion would at 

once proceed to deprive the Merchants’ Ex- 

change of its charter, and incarcerate many 

of its members. 

| A MILD MISSIVE. 

This morning President Cox received a let- 

tor from Mr. Downing, in which he had en- 

tirely changed his tone, and was inclined to 

ask as a favor what he had previously de- 

manded as a right. The absence of the 

threatening tone that had previously been 

adopted: was most marked, the 

claims of the chief expert to 

collect fees on the III Iinois side of the 

river being based upon the advantage that 

such a system would afford the grain dealers 

of St. Louis.

Death of a Merchant Well Known North 
and South.

NEw YorK, Dec. 7. — Cyrus Tale, widely 
known in business and social life, in 
both New Orleans and New Tork, died 
from pneumonia yesterday morning after 
a brief illness at- the Manbattan Club.

DANGERS OF TRAINING. 


MISTAKES MADE BY INCOMPETENT MEN IN 
: HANDLING ATHLETES. 


Prof. Leup on the Perils and Benefits of 
Training—How „Abe, an Old Jockey, 
Provided for His Employer — How 
Jockeys Are Licensed in England—Rac- 
ing and General Sporting News.

The sudden breaking down in health of a 
number of professional and amateur athletes 
lately has led to considerabie discussion on 
the after effects of training for trials of feats 
of strength and skill. 

In discussing the question last evening Prof. 
A. H. P. Leup, M. D., the director of physical 
education at the University of Pennsylvania, 
said: 

„„The training of athletes, whether profes- 
sional or amateur, is nearly always left in the 
hands of very incompetenttrainers. Any per- 
gon engaged in athietics is subject to no 
greater dangerthan thatof being placed in 
the hands of the ordinary trainer, because of 
the latter’s lamentabie ignorance of the hu- 
man body asa mechanism. They generally 
diet a man regardless of individual peculiari- 
tles. They restrict the supply of water of all 
alike, without knowing the requirements of 
the body in this direction. This is only an in- 
stance of the innumerable instances that 
could very justly be made against the common 
trainer, great though his reputation. 

„Another danger is that of overtraining, 
because of its aptness to do permanent phys- 
ical injury, and especially in the case of stu- 
dents, by using up a larger supply of nervous 
energy than canbe supported. The beneficial 
effects of general physical exercise are due to 
the increased action of the heart and lungs, 
causing the blood to be liberally and equally 
distributed to all parts of the body,in that 
way increasing its nourishment and growth. 
Atthe same time it promotes digestion and 
absorption and so adds to the nutrition of the 
body. 

»The trainer must be able to judge when 
the body is receiving sufficient blood from an 
active heart witbout allowing the beart to 
become diseased or weakened from overwork. 
There are two kinds of danger from overwork 
—the sudden and the gradual. Sudden over- 
work causes what is called bad form and 
staleness, making the muscles less able to re- 
gist tne inroads and growth of disease. An- 
other bad condition is due to long continued 
training, especially if there be no intermission 
of rest. 

„This weakens a man so he has to live on a 
lower plane ever after and is a more ready 
victim to the inroads of disease. The fact 
must always be bornein mind thata large 
proportion of even prominent athietes took 
up physical education to correct an original 
defective organization. Itis the general im- 
pression that athletes are strong, robust, 
vigorous men, whereas the opposite isthe 
truth. Any athlete in good condition is 
hollow-cheeked and more or less lantern- 
awed. The best athletic work is based on what 
s called head work, as trickery or knack and a 
large expenditure of nervous energy. The 
last ls one of the most indispensable requi- 
sites for nearly all kinds of athletic work. 
From this it may be readily seen that the very 
men who are the most likely to engage as ath- 
letes are those who have much nervous energy 
and they generally haveapoor or medium 
muscular development, are not endowed by 
nature to do hard physical work and are at 
the same time naturally inclined to spur them- 
selves on to efforts beyond their strength. 

There are two classes of cases—those who 
get ignorant training and those are trained 
under competent medical supervision. 

In the first class a great many come to 
grief, others from disease developed during 
training or by disease already contracted by a 
prematurely weakened organism. In the sec- 
ond clase are found a large body of student 
athietes connected with the colleges that have 
medical directors of physioal education. 
Injuries sustained by them during training 
are usually caused by wilful neglect or com- 
petitions areentered into without any pre- 
liminary training, much against the advice of 
the-instructor. 

‘*‘Training of an individual properly con- 
ducted cannot possibly lead to any other but 
the most favorable results. Inthe hands of 
the ignorant when wrongly applied it be- 
comes avery potent agent for harm, nae | 
much illness and harm and often death. 
person properly trained is in a much better 
condition to withstand disease than if such 
exercise had not been taken. 


An Old Jockey’s Generosity. 


Secretary Orickmore of the Monmouth Park 
Association, who as turf editor of the New 
York WORLD and complier of ‘Krik’s’ Guide 
to the Turf, became famous asa writer on 
race horses, relates a humorous yet touching 


incident in the life of Abe, the negro 
jockey, who rode Bayswater, the winner of 
the race atthe opening of Jerome Park in 
1866. Abe was never known to have a sur- 
name. The world knew him only as Abe, he 
rode at New Orieans, Saratoga and Jerome 
Park, as Abe, and the turf reporters 
wrote of him as Abe. He was a clever 
jockey, his methods in the saddle 
being desoribed As a combination 
of the methoss of Garrison, Hamilton 
and Murphy. He was neither beautiful nor 
raceful, but had a knack of ‘‘getting there. 
Tn slavery days Abe wasa chattel of Duncan 
F. Kenner of New Orleans, the man 4after 
whom the Kenner stakes at Saratoga were 
named. When the war began. Mr. Kenner 
went to Europe, wnere he remained till after 
the days of reconstruction. Abe became a 
freedman, and in 1866 journeyed to the North, 
to puraue his calling as a jockey, riding 
wherever and whenever he could get a mount. 
Hie savings in a year or two amounted to 
some $4,000, which he deposited in a bank in 
this city. Already an old man when he left 
Dixie, he could not resist a longing to return, 
so one day, without saying a word to any- 
body, he set out for New Orleans. Going by 
the bank he presented his book and asked for 
$100. 

„Ie gwine away fer good,“ he informed 
the teller; ‘‘gwine back to de plaintashun.’’ 

Going away for good, eh?“ said the teller, 
counting out $100 and entering the draft on 
Abe’s book. ‘‘Whatare you going to do with 
the rest of your money?“
